1. It appears by Colemax”s Letters, and all the Evidence of the Popiſh Plot, that the 
ſame was a General Conſperacy to Subvert and Root out the Proteſtant Religion; not on- 
ly in England, but likewiſe ia the reſt of his Majelties Dominions, and indeed through- 
out the World.

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the merry Chirity of welidiſpoſed Proteſtants, reſolv'd to try if they conld rake them 
of, and prevail with them by #ribes and Hopes to decline-their former Evidence, and 
lay the Plot at rhe Proteſtants doors. 

This they foreſaw would be a rwo-edg*d Strategem ; for if they ſucceeded, and could 
get theſe Witneſſes to be believ*d as to the Proteſtant Plot, then they ſhould Infallibly 
deſtroy many of their Enemies and moſt z.calons Proſecutors, as the Earl of Shaftsbury,&c. 
or if the Shaw were Diſcovered, and the Witneſſes Trapp'd in their Storics, yet hows- 
ver it would ſpoil their Cred:r, and render their Teſtimony ſo ſuſpetted as to be Inyalid 
againſt any of the Popiſ# Traytcrs, and fo either way not fail of doing their Party a moſt

Nor had they ftaſon to deſpaty of proeitng with thefe feHows, for though ſome of 
them ( not all ) did now call rhemſelves Proteſt arts, yet even thoſe pretended Converts 
remain'd Papiſts in their Hearts, or at leaſt were ſtill 7r5ſb men, that is, imphacable Ene- 
mies to the Engl.ſb. Audas jeer of 4 Rope firſt brought them to Diſcover, ſo now theſe 
fears beginning io leſſen, and new fears ariſe, that they ſhould ſuffer for Diſcovery ; 

"Therefore, the only way whereby they could hope for reconGliation to their Cawnrre 
men, and Pardon and Abjolutzon from their Church, was to be Inſtrumental ig Sacrik- 
ting the Lives of as many Proteſtants as they could to her Intereſt, as a Peace-Offering. 
Add hereunto their wretched Poverty, which not only rendred them deſperate, but that 
very ſmall Relief which they had received from Proteftonts, gave them greater oppor- 
Curfities to colour-ſith a Shams PLir, and fwear againſt their Charitable Innocent Benefa- 
Ctors. 

-- 4. [1 order therefore to this, they firſt camper with and prevail upon David Fitz-Ge- 
rald, ant make uſe of him as « Decey to wheadle in the reſt, cohcerning which Worſbipful 
T.of, it will beneceffary to give a brief Acconnt. His Pedzeree js very ſuitable to his 
Imployment and Practiccs, his Father a pitiful Villain, conſiderable only for having had 
the honour to have been 17::#:d-and Owr-lan'd, as being one or the Cut-throars of the 
Proteſtants in the late Rebellion in that Kingdom, and who now goes a begging with his 
' Wife from Dovr ro Door: This young Hero, their Son, was Originally a Foor-Boy, 

firſt to one Captain B«zlcr, and afterwards to one Colonel Pigget, and though he hath 
had the impadence to ſay before the King and Council, that he was a man of a conſide- 
rable Eſtate, "tis moſt Notorious, that in Lands, Goods or otherwiſe, he was never 
worth rwerty Pounds in his Life, whilſt heconcnued in Jreland ; and what he hath done 
a5to Diſcovery of any thing of the Popiſh'Plot, he was provok*d thereunto rather by 
deſire of Revenge, than any Sentiments of Loyalty : for his Landlord Sir Thomas Scuthwel 
having diſtrain'd a few Carrel he had for his Rent, ( which were not at all worth 1064. ) 

And having no way to recover then back again ( being al that he and his Family had 
to ſubſiſt on ) but by breaking of the Poxnd and ſtealing them out, and Sir Thomas Pro- 
ſecuting him for the ſame, he then in Revenge Charges Sir Thomas for Concealing the Po. 
piſb Plot, pretended to be Diſcovered by him, to the ſaid Sir Thomas ſometime before, 
which whether r7 xe or falſe,] determin fot z *ris certain few people believ'd it, the whole 
Countty knowing him to be a fellow of ſo vite a Life and Converſation, that they would 
give no credit to any thing he ſhould either ſay or ſwear, though they were orherwiſe 
well fatisfied of the defigns of the Papilts. 

' But hehearjng thar the Iriſh Plot was diſcovered in England by Mr. Hethrington to the 
King and Conncil, comes over for England, and gave Information before the King and 
Council and both Houſes of Partiament,' againſt ſeveral Perſons that were concern'd in 
the Papiſh Plot in /reland ; but his warrs being very great, inſomnch, that had not his 
Landford given him Credit for Mear, Drink, and mg, he muſt either have ſtarv'd, or 
followed old Tradethat he formerly practiſed in Ircland, and being 2 fellow natural- 
iy proud, ambition, falſe, treacherow, and diſpoſed as well by his Conſtiturjon as former 
Converſation for any kind of Vilhay ; the _— or ſome of their di/eniſed Faitors and 
Abetters, fell in with him, and manag'd him fo, as he not only began to Retradt his Evi- 
dence againſt Sir Fohn Fitz-Gerald, ColoneF Lacy, and others. And alfo uſed all the 
mcans he conld, by Threars, Diſconragememts and Temptations, to pert the reſt of the 
Wirneſſes againſt them and others to Rerralt alſo ; which ill Pradtiſes being found out 


by Mr. Hetherington, he immediately made « Complaint, and Exhibited the following 
Articles againſt him to the Houſe of Commons at Weſtminſter.

1. s $- ſald Fitz-Gerald at the firſt coming of the Witneſſes out of Ireland to prove 
the Helliſh Popiſh Plot, did ſeem to be very glad of their coming3to juſtifie their 
Evidence, and in particular, that of Exſtace Comins, ſaying that he was an boneſt man, 
and was wrogately clape up in priſon by the means of Sir Wiltiam Davs, for diſcover- 
ing of the Plot, which he the ſaid Fitz-Gerald ſyore he could fay moreto, than any of 
them all, ard that he could charge the greateſt men or man in /rcland. therewith, or in 
words to that effet : but after he ſaw Cmmu's Narrative Printed, and found that ſeve- 
ral of his Friends, as he pretended, were charged there, then he began to rail and reflect 
upon him, and threaten ro be the death of him ; and afterwards took accafion to abuſe 
and revile the reſt of the Witneſſes. TY 6 
- 2. That amongſt other matters that he pretended he could prove touching the Plot; 
he ſaid he could prove the day and time that the Duke of Tork, was to be Proclaimed 
King in /reland, and that he would tell the King of ir; and that he did acquaint the Earl 
_ of butlington coming our from the Commitree of the Lords,. that he could and would 
nang thoſe he had accuſed, and bring great ones to prove the matters he had charged 
m with. | v, ' 

3- That notwithſtanding, the ſaid Fitz-Gerald hath fince endeavonred by many waies 
and means to brig this Informack and the faid Witneſſes into His Majeſtics disfavour, 
and tocaſt reproaches upon them, the better to Invalidate their Evidence ; alledging 
untruly, That they had received three thoufand pounds from the City of London, or 
ſome of the Citizens thereof, or ſome others whom he would mention if he could. 

4+ That the faid Fitz-Gerald tfath ſometimes by threats, other times by feaſts, treats; 
moneys, promiſes, and other waies of perfwafion, labored to rake off the faid Witnelles 
from giving their Evidence on His Majeſties behalf, particotarly in the Caſe of Sir Jobr: 
Davis, and when all that would not prevail uporthem}, tokrhem that His Majeſty was 
diſpleaſed with this Informant's Proceedings, and would be ſo with thern,if they follow- 
ed his direCtions ; and by theſe devices ſo —_— 74 them,-that he got them to fign to a 
Petition to His Majeſty (which he drew for the purpoſe) Iotimating, That they were 
informed, His Majeſty did not Joqk upon them as coming to doe him Service ; and thar 
if it were fo, they ſhould readily defift appearance further : though their intentions 
were really to ſerve His Majeſty. pe ons sf 4 

th That the ſaid Firz-Gerald, when he knew the faid Witneſſes were to be called into 
either Houſes'of Partiament,'or fome Commirree relating to them, to give in their Evi- 
dence, hath endeavoured to hide them,or ſome of them,that they could not be found; and 
when they have becn found, he hath laid violent hands on rhem, or ſome of them, and' 
would not permit chem w——_— they forced rhemſelves away from him ; and then 
he threatned them and thoſe that called them, and with'an Oath, ſaid he would break 
Shaftsbury's Knot ;, and the berter-to prevail with th> Wirneſlts, acknowledged he had

6. That the ſaid Fitz-Gerald had not only villified and threatned the faid Commns, 
but had alſ{o'informed ſeveral of the Members of-che Houſe of Commons, that the -ſaid 
Comins wasa very Rogue, and that he could produce many Records againſt him, and thar. 
he was not fit to be credited: atd alfo rerrified and rhreatned to kill him the faid' 
Comin, ſo that he was forced for ſome time to keep himſelf in Obſcuricy That the ſaid, 
Fitz.-Gerald hath not only villified and abuſed him this Informantgand the Evidence —_

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he was concerned for, but alſo Mr. Thomas Sampſon, who came over upon his own accord 
to ferve His Majeſty-1ntharmacter : and whoby his Teſtimony therein hath given great 
farisfaCtion to both Houles of Parliament. ) ; 

_ 4. That the ſaid Fuz-Gerald being xaauee by a Comfnittee of the Houſe of Com- 
mons againſt Sit John FitzGerald, refuſed to give his Evifdeice, being his Relation, un- 
I: the Commitree would promile to lntercede to His Majeſty for his the faid Sir Fohr”s 
Pardon ; and before a Committee of the Lords,in his Evidence, he charged Colonel John 
Fur, Patrik; and Sir Edwlard Scut to be Confederates in the Plot, but at the Lords Barr 
would not, though asked, and left their names out in his Narrative, publiſhed in Print, of 
his own knowledge in that matter, his mind being fmce aktered, upon what conſiderati- 
ons may well be judged ; he alſo ſaid before the ſaid Commirte, that he fared the worſe 
becauſe they knew that the King had a kindneſs for him. | 

8. That the ſaid Fuz-Gerald asked the Witneſſes, or ſome of them, whether they rc- 
tained the Komiſh Religion {till ? who replicd they did, for which he the ſaid Fitz- Gerald 
commended them for 1o doing, for that the Proteſtants would only make uſe of them for 
their own purpoſe and erage. and afterwards would hang them. 

9. Thatthe ſaid Firz-Gerald alſo told the faid Witnefits, or ſome of them, that the 
King was ſatisfied that the late Lord Srafford was innocent, denying the Fatt at his death, 
or wordsto that Effet : and that His Majeſty was reiolved not to try aty more of the 
Lords in the Tower; and after the Parliament was Prorogued, he told the ſaid Witneſſes, 
or ſome of them, that he would remove their Neſts. 

10. That the ſaid Firz-Gerald had keprt. continuall correſpondercy and familiarity 
with the four Witneſſes which were brought over by a Meſſenger from [reland:and aPer- 
ſon of Quality perceiving it, told him that he had not obſerved the Orders the Com- 
mittee gave him ;, which was, That he ſhould not come near any of the Evidence, not 
Converſe with them. The faid Firz-Gerald replyed, that he was Commanded by the 
K'ing to come there, and alſo gave the ſaid Perſon - Quality very ſcurrilous abuſive lan- 

uage. | 
- 11. Thefaid Firz-Gerald alſo abuſed the ſid four Witneſſes,or ſome of them, and ask- 
ed them if they came to hang poor Flanker. | 

12. That the ſaid Firz-Gerald faid he was abuſed, becanſe he would not accuſe the 

Duke of Ormond and the Chancellor of /reland, which he knew to be as honeſt men as 
any in the three Kingdoms. 


He Examination of theſe Articles being referred to a Committee, Mr. Hetherington 
produced all the Evidence that Fitz-Gerald had been tampering with, and gave 
full ſatisfaction to the Committee of his vilknous Practiſes, of which indeed bis own In- 
ſolent Behaviours before thefaid Committee, might alone bave been a very pregnant 
proof. And the Chair-man of that Committee' was making his Kepore to the Houſe, 
when the bl=ck Rod came tor Proregue them; ſoon after whichya' Drfſolutiox foliowed,other- 
wiſe 'tis probable this Plot-jbammer would have been ſeyerely dealt with according to 
Law. But eſtaping Juſtice then ſo luckily, has cacouraged him and his Accomplices, to 
proceed ſince oreboldly in their endeayours to ſham the Sopiſh Plor, and Suborn Wit- 
ncſl:s againſt the Earl of Shafrsbury, Mr. Hetherington, &e. 

The hrſt conrſe he took to ſhock thelntegrity of the other Witneſſes, was to fright them 
with impudent lies and ſcardalons Afperſiens pon the Perlon and Honour of His Sacred 
Maycſty, aHnring them with Horrid Oaths, That His Majeſty did not ſend for them, nor re- 
gard whether they were all hang'd or drown'd, T hat His Majeſty did noe believe there was 
any PopiſhPiot at all;»er cere for proſecuting it, That they ſhould never get any allowance if 
they would not be ryled by him, &c. Such-brazen-fac*d flanders on the beſt of Monarchs, 
who on! all occaſions has ſo vigorouſly ſhewh himfelf « rruc Defender of the Proteſt ant 
Fa'!th, that no good Subject can repeat them without Horror, and Wonder that the 
Vilkan that broach'd them, has ſo long eſcaped the Pilory,or rather the Gallows. 

In the next place he breves it out with fine clothes, and Infults over the other Witneſ- 
ſes poverty, and ſhews them whole herdfinls of tempt atiororight charming Gold : Inſinua- 
ting that they ſhould have the like encouragment if they would but embark with him 
in the ſame deſign. Some of them indeed had fo much coxſerence and ſparks of honeſt y re- 
maining » or at leaſt ſuch regard to their future repute and-ſafery, as for ſome time to 
ſtrn; gic with theſe Temptations, and then freely xpon Oath diicovered the profered Subor- 
ner:0:5 anc! wheadling devices z yet afterwards (as may reaſonably be judged by the ſe- 
quel) over-ſwayed with the ſuggeſtions of the Devil and his Inſtruments, ſo as to value 
wither 7:x:b nor Conſcrenee,, nor even their former Oaths, pinched with neceſſities and 
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Brow-heaten with the frowns of Grandees; and abandoned (alnioſt by all the Wortd, 
they began to hearken to the voice of this Aer-catebing Syren, and forget the Popiſh 
Plot, and fet up the /riſh H«-lo0-loo againſt Proteſtants, and being once engaged, and ha- 
ving flang'their Conſcterſcies over-board, nothing iremains that they-will Zeogle at, 
or which their grand Plat ſhamming Maſters and dayly Feeders pleaſe to put them upon. 

This may ſeem a bold charze, and would appear very unjuſt, had. we only ſuſpitions 
and probable proofs, er violent preſumptions, to jultzhe jt, but we have it under ſeveral 
of their own hands, nay more npon therr. Oaths, which for the Readers farisfattion;,” we 
ſhall here faithfully recite. ' The following Depoſirions being by feyeral of them (ere chey 
were ſo totally debauched) volunrayily ſworn before the reſpective Magiſtrates there 
mentioned.

him,and thinking he had no more Conſcience than theinſelves, 
uſed all means.to get him to make up one of their Namber , 
intended for the Sham-Plot-Office, Bur he dgtelting their wick- 
ed Deſigns,, they immediately procured a Fellow to Arreſt 
him in a Folt-Adion, and clap him up in the Marſbalſ-a in 
Southzart, where (contrary to a late Statute ) he was thruſt 
amongſt the Common Felons ; and there continued four or ſive 
days without Vieat or Drink , (unleſs the P«xp and kindne!s 
of his Companions who had ſcarce ſuſtenance tor themielves, 
or xp him) and none of his Friends knew what was become 
of him, till a perſon by chance meeting with Mr. H:thering- 
ton, told him one of the Kings Evidence was in that deſperate 
deplorable Condition, and that without ſpeedy Relict, -he 
would not live tillthe next day. __ Mr, Hethering- 
fon taking pity on the pogr Man though altogether unknown 
to him, was ſo Charitable as not to ſuffer a Stranger and a 
Chriſtian to periſh for want ; eſpecially coming on ſo good an 
Account as he did, to ſerve his King and Country, and the 
Proteſtant Religion : and ſo went immediately and paid his 
Fees and got him Releaſed. But the poor Mans Spirits were 
fo far ſpent, that he never Recovered, but having Languiſht 
for ſoure time, Dyed; And who at the great day of Account 
are to Anſwer for his Blood, is left to that Tremendous Aſſize 
where. all wicked Contriyers and falſe Witnelles and corrupt 
Judges ſhall receive an Impartial Doom.

ral of them ſince they Liſted themſelves in Firz-Geralds Troop 
have been with the Condemned Prieſts and Jeſuites and Ma- 
dam Damnable Celiers the Midwife, or chief Lady of the Po- 
piſh Inchantments. And tis highty probable, That they 
gave them Abſolution /as they did to the beforementioned

There is one thing more I may not omit, which is, That David 
Fitz-Gerrald (upon a hearing between him and Mr. William Hethe- 
rington, before the King and Council, did aflert, That he could pro- 
eure forty Iriſbmen for fert] pound, to Swear to whatever he deſired in 
upon which it was Replied, That he gave an honourable Charatter of 
his Condtry men.
